Newmarket town council on Tuesday evening adopted a 
budget which provided for: 

(1) Employment of an additional constable with a 
bicycle, at a cost of $l,300*for the balance of 1941 ; 

(2) Employment of a public health nurse, at a cost of 
$1,500 for the balance of 1914; 

(3) A gift of $2,000 to York County hospital building 
fund, in addition to the annual grant of $1,000 (increased 
last year from ?600 to $1,000) ; 

(4) Over $1,600 more to the public and separate schools 
• than in 1943, and $600 additional for fire protection to buy 

new hose; 

(5) A tax rate reduced from 40 mills to 39 mills (made 
possible by a one-mill increase in the provincial subsidy). 

The budget was adopted after Dixon.

Plan To Build Memorial 
Hospital Wing This Year 



Chairman W. H. Eves reported 
that there were 1,479 patients 
registered during the year and 
297 births, which is an increase 
of 145 patients and 18 births over 
1942, nt the recent annual meet- 
ing of York County hospital 
board. Of the patients register- 
ed 349 wore from Newmarket, 
790 from York county and 43 
from other pails of the province. 

The daily average was 30.59 
adults and 7.45 infants, and the 
total number of hospital days 
amounted to 13,885 as compared 
with 12,719 in 1942. 

The cost per patient day 
amounted to $3.1 1U as compared 
with $3.10 in 1942, a slight de- 
crease due to the crowded con- 
dition of the hospital. 

During the year the hospitnl 
roof was repaired and several 
wards and halls were painted 
and also several of the rooms in 
the nurses* residence were re- 
decorated. 

During the year the board re- 
ceived an offer from Messrs. 
Aubrey Davis, E. J. Davis, Jr., 
and Andrew Davis to erect a 
women's wing in memory of 
their mother and the board ac- 
cepted the offer, Mr. Eves re- 
ported. In doing so it will be 
necessary to enlarge the present 
heating system, change the loca- 
tion of the elevator, enlarge kit- 
chen and dining-room facilities 
and erect a new entrance, and it 
is planned to proceed with this 
building program as early in 
1044 ns possible. 

The total cost of these altera- 
tions is estimated at $50,000, of 
which approximately $30,000 has 
been subscribed, leaving n bal- 
ance of $20,000 still to be ob- 
tained. 

Operations for the year result- 
ed in a small profit of $800, the 
first in several years, reported 
Secretary-Treasurer W. A. Spear, 
He stated that this profit was 
due to an over-crowded con- 
dition of the hospital. During 
the year there were 30.59 adult 
patients per day as against n 
rated capacity of 30 beds.

(3) Employment of another 
constable, to use a bicycle in 
summer time as done by Toron- 
to police. 

Following the discussion Coun- 
cillors J. A. Perks and A. V. 
Higginsoh made a motion in 
favor of engaging a constable 
with a bicycle, to be charged to 
the town as a whole, and con- 
tinuing present assessment of 
Main St. business section for 
something less than half of Main 
St. patrol cost. 

Councillor Joseph Vale offer- 
ed an amendment to have Main 
St. pay 75 percent of the Main 
St patrol in accordance with the 
original agreement 

Mayor Dr. L. W. 'Dales asked 
the solicitor, N. L. Mathews, 
K.C., if such an amendment was 
in order, and Mr. Mathews sug- 
gested that the Pcrks-Higginson 
resolution should be divided in- 
to two resolutions. 

Messrs. Perks and Higginson 
then moved that "the town en- 
gage another full-time police 
constable with a bicycle at the 
expense of the town as a whole."

Against: Lundy, Vale and 
Bowser. 

Not voting: Evans. 

Messrs. Perks and Higginson 
then moved that "the present 
night patrol on Main St with the 
present assessment of costs be 
continued ns in the 1943 tax 
roll." 

Messrs. Vale and Evans moved 
an amendment providing for 75 
percent of the cost of the Main 
St. night patrol to be collected 
from Main St

Spillettc and Dales (casting 
vote). 

Against: Dixon, Higginson, 
Evans and Lundy. 

Mr. Lundy then presented the 
budget which provided for a 38 
mills rate. The council agreed 
to add $1,300 to the police com- 
mittee estimates and $1,500 to 
the board of health estimates. 

In order to keep the mill rate 
at 39 Mr. Evans volunteered a 
reduction of $500 in the water 
and light committee estimates, 
and Mr. Dixon volunteered a 
reduction of $250 in the property 
committee estimates. 

Disease! Constable 

In the earlier discussion of 
engaging an extra constable 
Councillor Frank Bowser argued 
that the north end business men 
had expressed willingness to con- 
tribute to the cost and the coun- 
cil should accept that offer. 

"The police committee is 
unanimous that we don't want 
any more police in thus town 
who are tied to any particular 
section," said Mayor Dr. L. W. 
Dales. "In view of the con- 
ditions that exist now, and are 
likely to exist after the war, we 
need another man, and this 
town can well afford it." 

N. L. Mathews, K.C., clerk and 
solicitor, suggested that the con- 
stable use a bicycle as is done in 
Toronto. 

Councillor Albert V, Higginson 
believed that n "cruiser is the 
only thing." He believed that 
Connaught gardens would bene- 
fit as much from n police cruiser 
as would the north end business 
area. 

Councillor J. A. Perks said 

that "this • would be n moving 
patrol, not a door-trying patrol." 

"Isn't it door-trying thot is 
wanted?" asked Reeve Fred A. 
Lundy. 

"We don't think that that is 
necessary," said Mr. Perks. 

Councillor J. L. Spillettc said 
thot he had changed his mind, 
and that he thought the mayor 
had the "right slant." He was 
concerned about the capital ex- 
penditure of $1,400. 

"Remember that the capital 
expenditure is only this year," 
said Dr. Dales. "Next year we 
will have the depreciation only. 
And we will drop the expendi- 
ture toward Chief Sloss' car." 

The amount paid to Chief 
Sloss was $9 a week and sewn 
cents a mile outside of the town, 
said Dr. Dales. Hie cruiser 
would not go outside the town, 
and it would still be necessary 
to pay Chief Sloss for trips out- 
side Newmarket. 

Councillor A. D. Evans prefer- 
red the third plan, "a man on 
foot or bicycle." He wanted to 
know who the man was. 

Mr. Dixon said that Chief 
Sloss had some men 



and should therefore pay 75 per- 
cent of the cost, instead of about 
50 percent as at present 

"If you don't charge the north 
end anything, and you charge 
Main St. people more, you are 
going to get into difficulty" 
said Mr. Mathews. 

Mr. Lundy was willing to give 
the north end business men 
police protection if they wished 
to pay for it. 

"I think that the town of 
Newmarket can be protected by 
the present constables except for 
the present situation," said 
Councillor Joseph Vale. "I think 
Sloss and Watt should be 
nized for their extra work." 

Mr. Vale was willing to 

ploy an extra man temporarily, 
even until the end of the year, 
but he was opposed to the prin- 
ciple of having two permanent 
constables in the town. Mr. 
Lundy expressed agreement 

Mayor Dr. Dales said that 
Constable Mount was going to 
leave the town's employ at the 
end of June. Mr. Dixon said 
that Chief Sloss was working 
24 hours a day. 

Mr. Spillettc wanted the nortli 
end to pay something If Main 
St. was to pay 75 percent of the 
Main St. patrol. He was salia- 
fied that the north end should 
make no special payment if the 
Main St. assessment was to be 
left as it is at about 50 percent 

Mr. Mathews said that the 
original purpose of the Main St 
night patrol was to watch for 
fire ( and that the business men 
had not required a policeman, 
who naturally was paid more 
than a watchman. He also said 
that Main St. did not get 10i 
percent of the night patrol man* 
time.

In humble mood a Newmarket clergyman on 
Sunday morning recalled that Macaiilay had 
little use for the church and that on the rare 
occasions when he attended church was wont to

note in his diary ~a poor sermon/* lite greatest 
praise he ever gave in his diary was *^a middling 
sermon/' The preacher went on to say that it 
was quite true, that sermons were inclined to be 
"middling," and yet, be said, people still came to 

church hoping that even in a poor sermon they 

would find something to satisfy their hunger. 

Macaulay was a genius. Even as a boy he per- 
formed remarkable feats of memory. He could 
read half a dozen books in the time an ordinary 
person could s kim one book. As a writer he had 
a gift for devouring great quantities of informa- 
tion and fashioning it all into one flowing, con- 
vincingi fascinating story. Obviously, the world 
cannot provide a Macaulay for every pulpit F and- 
comfortingly, those who do preach need not fear 
the presence of an impatient Macaulay in the 
congregation, with a diary awaiting him at home. 

If there is a fault in our churches it is not to 
any great extent in our clergymen. Generally 
speaking, we have in our pulpits men of good 
ability who are preaching "middling" to excellent 
sermons and, more important, are living sacri- 
ficial lives. Our churches are as strong and as 
useful as we make them. Our ministers do a job 
which corresponds roughly to the encouragement 
they receive. 

Some are better preachers than others, but 
there are usually empty pews even in the 
churches of the best-known city preachers. 
Some are better pastors than others but all 
sincere pastors do a worth-while job. Both 
preachers and pastors would do better, just as 
each of us does better in his or her own job, with 
more encouragement. 

Doctc-s have the encouragement of a steady 
demand on their services and good remuneration- 
Clergymen often have both empty pews and low 
salaries to discourage them, yet they carry on, 
doing their chosen work, brightening the lives of 
others and leavening the world with the gospel of 
happiness in service. ~In spite of all temptations'* 



to belong to other professions, they keep "middl- 
ing" along.

a wilting appearance. One stem 
may be affected or the entire 
plant Finally all the leaves 
shrivel up and die. Any or all 
the stems in the hill may be af- 
fected. 

'The first symptom in the 
tuber, when cutting a cross-sec- 
tion of the stem end, is a pussy 
area, li^ht brown or yellowish in 
color, found in the starch ring. 
First outward appearance on the 
tuber is usually seen in the form 
of a brownish area surrounding 
the first eye from the stem end. 
Then the skin of the tuber 
cracks. In severe cases the en- 
lire centres of diseased tubers 
completely disintegrate, leaving 
only the shell. 

"Most decay takes place in the 
field previous to digging and the 
small amount of potatoes pro- 
duced are alright for eating 
purposes and might be sold for 
that purpose. The idea of the 
regulations is to prevent the 
selling of the potatoes for seed. 

"In the 157 cases reported this 
vear the infection varied from a 
trace up to 35 percent complete 
destruction in crops, averaging 
well over 200 bushels per acre. 
Growers should be careful afxmt 
their seed. They should use 
only clean seed, disinfected 
knives and bags."

When the next clinic Is here, 
if you have not made up your 
mind to be a donor, just slip into 
Trinity Sunday-school rooms and 
the Red Cross ladies will be glad 
to show you the clinic in opera- 
tion and explain everything. 

Vou get a good medical check- 
up free, a good lunch afterwards 
and where else can you get the 
second or third cup of coffee at 
one sitting? 

The doctors and nurses and as- 
sistants have been finishing up 
around 1 o'clock. How about 

having enough donors at the 
next clinic to keep them going 
till 2 o'clock? 
111 bet they will lake it with
